WORK UPHELD

Four Youths Receive Gold 
Life-saving Medals 


Showed Presence of Mind 
| hen in Danger 


Lad Rescues Pal From River 
in Dark 
(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) ‘ 

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—The gold 
medal for life-saving, the highest 
award of honor bestowed by the 
Boy Scout organization, has recent- 
ly been awarded by the Wational 
Court of Honor, Boy Scouts of 
America, to four members for 
heroism, presence of mind and in- 
tellicent application of Scout train- 
ing in saving the lives of comrades 
in the face of grave danger to their 
own lives, 

The recipients of the awards are 
Scouts Willlam Stoval, Waycross, 
Ga.; Virgil Cooke and Joe Price 
Walton, both of Clarksdale, Miss. 
and Patrick Sampler, Wanette, 
Okla. 

The stories\of the rescues are as 
follows: 


On a stariess night in June, 
1925, Scout William Stoval, 17 
years of age, of Waycross, Ga., ful- 
ly clothed, plunged into Satlilla 
River in an effort to find a friend, 
John Brown, who had fallen in the 
water. Upon hearing Brown's cries 
Stoval and a companion ran to 
the bank. Handing his friend a 
flashlight and without waiting to 
gee if any s s were obstructing 


from shore Stoval located the half- 
dead boy, who had already gone 
under twice. Brown grabbed his 
rescuer with a deadly hold, but 
Stoval was able to break his grip 
and bring him to the shore. Stoval 
held the boy safely against the 
steep bank unti! two of the other 
Scouts to the pair in a boat 
and took them to the landing. 


BOAT OVERTURNS : 
‘Scouts Virgil Cook and Joe Price 


Walton of Clarksdale, Miss., one 
day in August. 1925, from the 
bank of Mackey’s Lake  espied 
three young boys all seated on one 
side of a small boat and unsteadi- 
ing their way across the wa- 
ter. suddenly turned 
over, throwing the trio into. the 


water. 
two Scouts, fully clothed, 
jumped in and swam to the rescue. 
By the time they reached the scene 
of the accident two of the strug- 
ng boys had gone under twice. 

e Scouts managed to get these 
two on top of the little bark and 
told the third to hold on to the 
beat until they could push it 
ashore. But before the Scouts 
could acomplish their purpose the 
boy, either from fright or over- 
confidence, let go. After a few 
strokes he began to sink, scream- 
ing for help. The Scouts quickly 
divided the rescue work, Cook 
pushing ashore the boat with the 
two boys on it, - while Walton dove 
in for the sinking child. 

The drowning boy grabbed his 
rescuer around the neck and car- 
ried him under The Scout had no 
sooner freed himself of the clutch 
when the boy locked ar ma 
around Walton’s waist. As they 
etruggied under water the younger 
boy relaxed his hold, only to tackle 
his rescuet’s feet. By this time 
the Scout was completely exhaust- 
ed and unable to make further ef- 
fort to save the child. In the 
meantime Scout Cooke had reached 
shore with his charges, Seeing the 
plight of the two boys struggling 
in the lake he swam out, reach- 
ing the pair just as one of Price’s 
hands could atill be seen out of 
water. Walton grabbed his friend, 
pulled him to a post and wrapped 
his arms to it witha rope. By this 
time a woman, who had chanced 
to come to the bank, saw the dan- 
ger and ran for help. When she 
returned with assistance Cooke 
had gotten his friend almost to 
shore. 

RESUSCTTATED

The old Boston team was man- 
aged by Frank Selee, one of the 
great managers of baseball. Selee 
had never played the game, but he 
was a keen judge of playing tal- 
ent, had an even temper and de- 


feat. never set him back. He was 
nev cast down over losing «@ 
game; it was past history with Se- 
lee and tomorrow was another day. 
That was Selee’s philosophy. His 
fatherly talks with the team at 
meetings and his talks with indi- 
vidual players brought far ter 
return than if he had baw them 
out. 
Selee was unusually successful 
as mapager of the Boston team. 
He won pennants in 1897 and 1898, 
and under his management Bos- 
ton never finished lower than 
fourth: Later on he went to Chi- 
cago and there built up a combi- 
nation that proved a sensation of 
baseball, although he was not in 
charge of the club when it reached 
its pinnacle. Unfortunately Selee 
Was taken ill and had to go to the 
mountains in an endeavor to regain 
his health. He never recovered 
from the ness, but he lived long 
enough to see the day when the 
team he constructed won the Na- 
tional League pennant and world 
championship in 1907 and 1908 
under the management of Frank 
Leroy, Chance, who had been cap- 
tain of the Cubs while Selee was 
manager. 
Selee was very retiring. You 
rarely ever saw him except on the 
bench. He arrived at the park 
shortly before the start of the 
game and he generally teck his 
seat on the players’ bench about 
the time the umpires were an- 
nouncing the batteries. As soon as 
the game ended he disappeared in- 
to the clubhouse and emerged only 
after every one had left the park. 
His play was always simple but 
effective. He used few signals, 
unlike some managers today, who 
try to employ big and complicated 
the sets of signals. Selee went on the 
Ited assumption that a few signals well 
the learned wil] get you a great deal 
ard more than many signals net thor- 
Many oughly learned and confusing.

Not alone is he a thorough 
student of the game, but he knows 
how to impart hie knowledge to 
his players.

ror around the world has resulted in Rus- 


sian isolation. Where the soviet leaders 


once threatened they now implore. 


M. Tchitcherin, Russia's Foreign Minis- 
ter, spent most of 1925 in traveling from 
Moscow to Berlin, from Berlin to London, 
from London to Paris; then back to Mos- 
to begin his pilgrimage all over 
again. This incident in itself illustrates 
Russia’s plight. The soviets despair of re 
construction without foreign assistance. So 
the commissioners at Moscow send their 
Foreign Minister from capital to capital, 
always seeking a loan.

that they are absolutely essential to the 
well-being of a modern community. 
Material things are transitory, but these 
things of the spirit are not. One may deny 
the existehce of God and still prosper ma- 
terially. But no people can repudiate the 
Ten Commandments and the teachings of 
the Sermon on the Mount and continue to 
live in peace and amity, either among them- 
selves or with their neighbors. 
There are moral laws as fixed as natural 
laws.' These moral laws the Bolsheviks 
transgressed and led the Russian people 
with them in their transgressions.

As the promoter 
whose persuasive eloquence was largely re- 
sponsible for the fleecing of many victims, 
Lee became one of the principal defend- 
ants, though in the end his punishment 
was the lightest of all. 

If that punishment becomes the means 
for again turning his talents to useful serv- 
ice, the whole unfortunate incident may yet 
redound to the profit of the community.
